fatherless boy, is he to sit apart from his mother, whose guidance and influence 


he needs? In the home services,the husband and wife, brothers and sisters worshi 
tozether, why not in public worship’? Although, very often, a feeling of 
estrangement penetrates the home service, consequent, no doubt, on this custom 
of separation. 

The wife is not used to praying or even saying prayers with he 
husband, each feels it as a meeting at a strange path, this of humility and 
prayer, but which should be the way most familiar tothem. When we are i 
sorrow or in joy, we wish above all that those nearest to us may share our 
thoughts and feelings. How much more should we appreciate this bond of 
sympathy when we touch the deepest part of our nature! Before God w 
are all equal and as dust; wherefore then should our women sit apart ’ 

And why should we not kneel; surely it is a becoming attitude whe 
appealing to our Maker! True, we do prostrate ourselves on the High Festivals 
when our emotions are wrought upon, therefore why not adopt the instinctive 
attitude of prayer for a short time in the Sabbath Service ! : 

It should not be only a moment of ecstasy, but an opportunity tm a! 
humility to express our gratitude to the Almighty and to induce heartfelt prayer. 
Before closing this already too lengthy letter, I hope it will be understood that 
[am fully conscious of the beauty and impressiveness of our oriental services 
but I am only anxious to plead for a devotional spirit which may bring us inv 
closer communication with the great King of Kings.

To my knowledge, it was not requisite for 
a a visitor to exert herself on behalf of the inmates in order that a service 
should be held on the New Year. Most of the in-patients left the hospital ov 
the Monday before New Year, and there was not the sufficient number (Minya”) 
required for the service,

their forefathers.

THE YARMOUTH CONGREGATION, 
Sin.—With pleased interest I have perused the various items that have 
appeared in the columns of the Jewi<1' Curonicie with reference to the re- 
rmation of a Jewish congregation at Great Yarmouth, and having just 
returned from this most interesting of summer coast resorts can confirm much 
that has been stated.

| the wall of the church nearest to the entrance, in addition to which there is 
. fine old Hebrew and Latin Bible, as also a very quaint Megilloth Esther 
supposed to have been written by a Spanish Jew, the greatest possible care

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SERIOUS RIOTS AT ALGIERS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


Great was the surprise of the Jews when they were advised on Wednesday 
—the Second day of Succoth—that a serious anti-Jewish demonstration was to 
take place during the evening. They had been living a quiet life for the last six 
months, and the sentence of Rennes, which was awaited with fear, bad been received 
with calm ; the second condemnation of Captain Dreyfus being qual fied by the anti- 
Jewish press asa“ moral acquittal.” The Jews knew that Max Régis had arrived 
in Algiers on the previous Sunday, and although the Anti-Juif had summoned 
all his admirers to the quay, the reception had been relatively cool, and 
Régis, in order to restore his vanishing popularity, bad shut himself up in 
the * Villa Anti-Juive” situated in the Boulevard Bon-Accueil at Mustapha. 
They knew that Mustapha was having a second edition of the farce 
of the “Fort Chabrol,” but this was not an immediate danger to 
the Jews, there being no Jews in Mustapha. The Jews that lived 
in this suburb have removed to the town since Max Régis _ estab- 
lished im his villa the offices of the Axnti-Jws. Those who possessed 
villas there had sold them or let them to tenants not belonging to the Jewish 
community. However, since six o'clock pm. on Wednesday, no Jew was seen 
in the streets of Algiers, the majority of them having closed their establish- 
ments on account of Succoth, the others closing owing to the announced 
demonstration. 

As to Regis, he was in his Fort from Sunday evening guarded by twenty 
men, and quite despaired not to see the police making any attempt to arrest 
him. On Wednesday morning he sent a deputation to M. Laferriere. The 
deputation was headed by M. Voinot, the Mayor of Algiers, who read a letter of 
Régis enumerating the conditions under which he would give up the siege of 
his villa. Régis made the following conditions: (1) That his Secretary 
(Lionne) and himself should not be arrested ;: (2) To have the right to organise 
an anti-Jewish meeting ; and (5) the pardon of his other Secretary (Antoni) 
now in prison, 

M. Laferriére answered: (1) That Rézis and Lionne would not be arrested 
for the present, as there was no warrant against them, that the only actual 
imprisonment of Régis was the one he had voluntarily inflicted upon himself at 
his Villa. (2) That under the French Republic any citizen has the right to 
hold a meeting according to the laws and regulations of the country. (3) That 
the pardon of Antoni could only be granted by the President of the Republic. 


_M. Laferri>re then called the attention of the deputation to the approach of the 


Winter season and to the great interest the town of Algiers bad in not being again 
disturbed by systematic agitation, of which everyone is tired in Algeria. This 
answer did not satisfy Régis, who availed himself of an unique opportunity. On 
the same ( Wednesday) evening a reception waa to be held at the Military Club 
in honour of General Larchey, Commander-in-Chief of the troops in Algeria, who 
retires from the service. Régis issued a hand-bill, distributed by thousands, in 
which he invited the whole population to be at the gates of the Military Club at 
“o'clock p.m. The hand-bill ended thus :— | 

Oar soldiera require to be cheerei and greeted in order to compensate the indignity 
which Jewdom has jast inflicted upon them by pardoning a traitor. 

And so, about two thousand loiterers were at the gates of the Club, and the 
entrance of every officer was greeted by the cries of “ Vive | Armee, Mort aux 
Juifs.” 

M. Laferrivre arrived at the Club with great difficulty, amidst hisses and 
groans, and his carriage had to be protected by a squadron of cavalry ; mean- 
while, the police being unable to assure the maintenance of order, gendarmes 
and troops were called out; the Rue de la Lyre, the best street of the so-called 
Jewish district, being guarded by soldiery, At ten o'clock, down came Max 
Regis and the demonstration became serious. Pitched battles were fought in 
the streets, and during an hour fire-arms were fiercely used and nine policemen and 
five civilans were conveyed to the hospital Attempts were made to remove 
the barrier surrounding the Jewish quarter, but these were . unsuccessful. 
Troops were seen galloping ia all directions, and at eleven o'clock Colone} 
Moinier. was ordered by the Governor to leave the Club and to take command 
of the troops 

Max Regis at the Café Glacier addressed the mob as follows :~— 

Citiz:ps! I came here to cheer our brave army, daily insulied by the Jews, I have 
been il!l-treated by the police 

Citizens! I now declare myself a rero/t/, never mind if I die under the guillotine, if 
I deliver Algeria of the tyranny of which everybody suffers 

Citizens! I now raise the Standard of Revolt, of a revolution against a (rovernment, 
which has committed the infamy of pardoning Dreyfus the traitor. I am now going to 
the vills, and there, my friends and self will be ready to receive with fire-arms the 
representatives of the Government. 

The demonstration, following Régis, went to Mustapha. When nearing 
the Villa, the demonstrators sacked the establishment of an armourer. The 
entire stock of rifles, swords, pistols, and gunpowder were taken away. Two 
other attempts at another armourer's were made, but the armourer himself 
fired at the demonstrators, and one being wounded, they prudently retired. 
Several newspaper offices were fired at en route. 

As I write Régis is shut up together with his companions at the Villa. 
which is guarded by twenty “ sentries,” 

Yesterday at six o'clock, as well as this morning, the red flag, the flag of the 
Revolution, was hoisted, and the Marseillaise Anti-Juive sung: half-an-hour 
later the French flag was also hoisted, accompanied by the song of the 
Marseillaise Nationale, 

2 three o'clock in the afternoon of yesterday, another proclamation was 
issued, 


Later, in the afternoon, a manifesto of an aggressive character was 
distributed. 

No Jew was arrested or wounded in all these disturbances. This is due to 
the fact that no Jews went out during the afternoon or evening of Wednesday, 
the doors and windows of their establishments and residences being closed, 
Most of the doors are of iron, and that this is not an excessive precaution, the 


murderous invasion of the Jewish homes in January last—which is still present 
to all minds—proved. Now we shall see how long the “firm-hand Govern. 
ment.” as the Cabinet Waldeck-Roussean-Gallifet is qualified, will allow this 
state of things to last. 

The Télégramme, the anti-Semitic journal, which daily prints on its first page 
in large letters, “ Le Télégramme Algérien ne recoit pas les annonces juives,” 
addresses an open letter to General Larchey, bidding him farewell and adds : 

We sincerely regret that low politicians have availed themselves of the fé'e which 
was given in your honour, to convert it into an anti-Republican demonstration and to give 
to Algiers the sight of shameful scenes of disorder. We earnestly hope that you will 
soon forget these painful incidents with which your highly honoured name 7 — 
. A. 

Max Régis’ boldness soon evaporated, for, since the despatch of the above 
letter, the agitator escaped from his villa by a backdoor, and the police failed to 
discover his whereabouts until he had left Algeria. Even then his movements 
are uncertain, for a telegram says that Max Régis is now in Italy, where he 
prudently intends to remain for some time. On the other hand,a Reuter's 
telegram dated Barcelona, Wednesday, states that Max Regis is staying with an 
Algerian friend in that city. He declares that he will wait for the result of 
the proceedings which have been taken against him in connection with the 
recent disturbances at Algiers. 


The Alleged ‘‘ Ritual Murder’’ in Bohemia. 


‘FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
Vienna. SEPTEMEPER 24rn, 


The trial which has just concluded at Kuttenberg and resulted in the c 
demnation of the Jew Hiilsner, was utilised by our enemies as providing 
material for welcome agitation against the Jews. It is only within recent da: s 
that I have been able to attain a thorough insight into the doings of our 
opponents, both before and during the trial, not only to bring about the con- 
viction of the accused, but also to throw mud at our community. 

It has been commented upon that the accused was not taken officially under 
Jewish protection. The object was to show that membership of the Jewish com- 
munity did not give the right of protection from Jewish institutions when a charge 
of having broken the law is brovghbt againsta Jew. Many persons deemed it super- 
fluous to take any steps to counteract the charge of “ Ritual Murder,” because 
cultured persons do not believein this fable. Nevertheless, the active anti-Semitic 
agitation made it necessary to engage one of the foremost Czech lawyers, who is at 
the same time one of the principal Czech members of the Reichsrath, to defend 
Hiilener, for which he was to receivea fee of 5,000 florins, but no sooner was this 
known than the anti-Semites singled the lawyer out forsuch violent attacks that 
he returned bis brief. Other leading Czech members were available, but they 
were not approached—Professor Zucker for instance, because he was a Jew— 
and so at length the choice fell on Dr. Aurednicek, a lawyer at Kuttenberg. This 
gentleman threw himself heart and soul into the case, with the result that he 
is now a ruined man. The inhabitants of Kuttenberg hate and insult him, 
and he dare not hope for a Christian client for a long time to come. 
As the Jews have, in large numbers, left Kuttenberg and Polna, he cannot 
hope for any assistance from this quarter. Such is the result of his defence of 
the prisoner. Notwithstanding his zeal he committed some mistakes in the 
conduct of his case. One of these was an application, after the verdict had 
been given, for a delay of three days before lodging an appeal. From this 
action the opponents of the Jews deduce the fact that Hiilsner, even in the 
eyes of his Counsel, was not innocent, otherwise Counsel would have at once 
given notice of appeal to have the verdict quashed, 

You have no doubt been informed through other sources of the public 
Jewish proiest against the allegation of “ Ritual Murder” Oberrabbiner Dr. 
Giidemann headed his protest against the insinuation by remarkiog that he per- 
sonally could not get excited over the matter, as hitherto he had had little 
experience of medieval practices. Will the Chief Rabbi of Vienna, to whom 
these truly:mournful occurrences are not sufficiently medieval, wait until per- 
haps two or three Jews have been burnt, according to the practice of the Middle 
Ages’ Then perhaps he will excite himself. 

The prospect for the Jews in Austria is truly dangerous, This was 
admitted to me by Dr. Gustav Kohn, Vice-President of the Jewish community 
in Vienna. From the protests issued by the communities in Vienna and in 
Briinn (though not identical in terms they are identical in spirit) it wil) be seen 
that even in circles where a sense of security has hitherto prevailed a feeling of 
terror has arisen. In reply to a question, what the Vienna community 
has done besides a paper protest, the Vice-President, one of the most able and 
respected of our fellow-J ews, expressed the hope that all the Jewish communities 
in Austria would follow with similar protests. Unfortunately, in present 
circumstances the utmost caution must be exercised in making use of this 
counter weapon, as the excitement among the Christians is very great. To the 
enquiry whether in reality anything is to be done, Dr, Kohn, who is at present 
acting as head of the community, replied that further delib« rations would take 
place in the Council, as it was not yet clear to them what were the proper 
steps to be taken. Since the protest was sent to the various Ministers 
the Cabinet has resigned, so that it may probably be ineffectual. 
The situation has been further complicated by Hiilsners alleged confession. 
Nobody seems to know what moved him to make this confession. We must 
therefore wait a little while for the clearing up of the mystery. Dr. Kobo, I 
may add, looks to the future with the utmost anxiety. And he can by no means 
be regarded as a pessimist. 

In our unhappy Austria, which is rent by internal feuds, politicans hold 
a gloomy view of the fate that is in store for the country. None have 
greater cause for worry than the Jews, for a mournful réle stares them in 
the face in the ruin of the Empire—the réle of scapegoats. 

The reports of serious excesses against the Jews and of an emigration 
en masse from Bohemia have no foundation. It is true that the Jews at 
Kuttenberg and Polna have been ruined, and that large numbers of them have 
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left these towns, but no anti-Jewish disturbances have occurred in Bohemia: 


The present political situation has for the moment absorbed the attention of 
Germans end Czechs. 


In view of the allegations made at the trial of the Jew Hilsner at 
berg, that the crime had been committed by Jews for the purpose of obtaining 
Christian blood, the Executive of the Jewish community in Vienna held a 
meeting on September 20th, when it was decided to send the following protest 
to the Prime Minister, the Minister of Justice, the Minister of Public Worshi 
and the Governor of Lower Austria : P 

We hereby protest, in the most emphatic manner, against the 
emanating from anti-Semitic quarters in the Polna trial, that Juda 
Jewish sect whatsoever teaches “ ritual murder,” or ritual use 
or that it has ever taught this or carried it out. Weare fully confident that 
the Austrian Government, which has given us the status of a recognised 
religion and all the rights appertaining thereto, will protect us avain«t this 
scandalous calumny which, not so many years ago, caused the lives of some 
hundreds of Christians to be sacrificed in China. Our confidence in the 
measures to be taken by the Government cannot prevent us from giving 
expression to ovr indignation at the disgrace which it is sought to fasten on 
our ancient religion. We have remained silent as long as the material interests 
of our me a were jeopardised through suspicions and calumnies but 
to-day shameless hands are laid on that which is mvst sacred to us—our own 
religion ; therefore, like our fathers of old, we stand up with all our energy for 
the honour and purity of our religion, and to guird it avainst the scandalous 
Blood Accusation.”

Great sensation was caused in Vienna and Prague at the end of 
last week by the announcement that Hiilsner had confessed to having 
been an accomplice in the murder, and had named two persons as the 
murderers. According to a statement made by an individual who shared 
Hiilsner's cell after his condemnation, but is now at liberty, Hiilsner seems 
to have been thrown into a state of terror on hearing the sound of 
carpenters at work in the et of the prison, which his companion told him 
was the erection of the scaffold. Hiilsner then exclaimed that he could no' 
stand this, and gave his fellow prisoner information about the crime. He nex? 
sent for the Investigating Magistrate, to whom he gave the names of Joshua 
Erbmann, of Trebitsch, in Moravia, and Salomon Wassermann, of Windig- 
Jenikau, in Bohemia, as the murderers. He disclaimed, according to another 
report, having had any share in the crime, and admi'ted only that he had been 
a spectator. Official inquiries are being made into Hiilsner’s statements, which 
are, however, generally discredited, and ascribed to fear.

Another Outrage on a Jew on a Cattleship. 
SUICIDE OF THE VICTIM. 


For several yeara past we have repeatedly called attention to the cruelties 
practis d on Jews who have been shipped from the United States to Europe on 
cattleships in the capacity of “tenders.” The following account of an outrage 
on a Jew, which has had a tragic ending, proves that there has been no 
amelioration of the treatment of these poor fellows :— 


The s.s. “‘ Manitou,” one of the largest cattleships of the Atlantic Transport 
Line, which arrived last week in the Albert Dock, had on board, when starting 
from the United States, a poor Austrian Jew who was bringing with him 2+) 
dollars which he had saved in America. Some of his fellow cattle-tenders heard 
of this fact, and decided to rob him, On Monday night week, while off the Isle 
of Wight, he was attacked by four men, who cut out a piece of the shirt in 
which the money wassewn. Thecruel treatment he received, together with the 
ioss of his savings, drove the poor man mid, and he became so violent that he 
was locked up in the wheelhouse’ He succeeded almost in escaping, but was 
again locked up. this time in a cupboard on deck, where he was supposed to be 
safe. On the Wednesday morning, when near the Nore, a splash was heard, the 
man on the watch cried ‘“ Man overboard,” and a boat was at once lowered ; but 
before the drowning man could be reached he had sunk. 

The case has been reported to the Board of Trade, but as the cattlemen 
were discharged immediately the “ Manitou” was berthed, there is little prospect 
of the guilty men being arrested. 


Proposed Enlargement of Hampstead Synagogue. 


The Board of Management of the Hampstead Synagogue, at a meeting held 
on Sunday, approved plans, prepared by Mr. Delissa Joseph, architect of the 
building, for the enlargement of the synagogue. It is intended to provide 
eighty additional seata for ladies and gentlemen. The extension will be of such 
a character that the Ark, which is at present in a recess, will be brought forward 
into the body of the synagogue. 

The Council of the United Synagogue will be asked for an advance of 
.,000 to cover the cost of the enlargement. 


Always in the Wrong.—The Hon. Philip Stanhope (who 1s himself 
married to a Russian lady) says that the true clients of the Government in the 
South African war are the Hebrew millionaires of Piccadilly and Park Lane. 
Mr. Monypenny, the 7imes correspondent, complained a few weeks ago that 
’resident Kruger’s only idea of reform was to give the franchise to the worth- 
less Russian Tews (to whom, however, the burghers have since refused to 
extend it).

A Chat with Mrs. Brown Potter about the 
Failure of ‘‘ The Ghetto.”’ 


“BY A CORRESPONDENT. 


It was the last night but one in the fittingly brief ran of “ The Ghetto” when 
I made my way to the stage door of the Comedy Thestre, and, ax the curtain went 
down on the first act, I followed a dresser to Mrs. Browa Potter's dressing room, 
and waited there a minute or two, till the beantifal actress, with her wonderfal 
red brown hair fastened in two plaits down her back, and surmounted by a quaint 
cap of black velvet, ran in breathlessly. 

“So ‘The Ghetto’ has not scored a success,” I ventured, when greetings had 
been exchanged. “Asa member of the Jewish faith I cannot express any 
Sorrow at its failure, for it certainly placed our people in a most unlovely 
light.” 

“ Yes, that is so, and I felt that it would not succeed. To my mind it lacks 
human interest, naturally enough the audience wants most of all to see Rafeel 
and the girl he loves, the central figures, but often enough the stage is occupied 
with a couple of old men, and they are not calculated to sustain the interes’. 
When the story of the play was first unfolded to me I saw myself in it, and had 
hoped for better things, for to my mind it had great possibilities in the 
original Datch version, But I like my part which I have been playing; it is 
quaint, and a change to be the servant-maid heroine. for I don't want Londox 
playgoers to label me as ‘ Miladi, anc Miladi only. I like to vary my roles. as 
far as possible.” 

A knock at the door, followed by the words,“ Mra. Brown Potter's Call.” 
and my hostess started to her feet. “I must go: come and look at this scene 
from the wings, and then well finish our chat at my house to-morrow,” and 
nothing loth to be for once the other side of the footlights, I followed my guide 
down tortuous passages, past pieces of scenery. and threading my way amid 
limelight men, scene shifters and stage carpenters, I was eventually settled in a 
wing, with a warning to mind the curtain when it came down. From my coign 
of vantage, | saw one sympathetic bit of the play, where the Christian servant. 
kneeling by Rafael. bids him succeed in the music he loves, before he reveal« 
to his father the secret of his marriage out of the faith Less attractive was 
the scene between Rafael and Rebekah, the maiden with the guldensa, designed 
as a fitting bride for him by hisfather, and who comes to open up the campaign 
To a Jewish observer it seemed glaringly impossible that a father should send 
the girl to visit the young man alone in his house, and handsome Miss Constance 
Colher (herself a Jewess by the way) had to represent Rebckah in the most 
yorgeous raiment, with a black hat profusely decked with vivid scarlet ribbons 
and a shrewish manner, all of which presumably was meant to be 
characteristically Jewish 

But I have wandered from Mrs. Brown Potter, who kindly gave mea half 
hovr on the morrow at her charming home in the vicinity of St. Jobn's Wood, 
Mrs. Brown Potter had been touring round the world for a dozen years before 
she settled in London, and now she has brought her excellent taste to bear 
upon the decoration of her home, whilst souvenirs of every sort, gathered and 
given, on her wanderings, are eflectively set out 

In the drawing-room with its soft green walls, autograph portraits of various 
members of the Royal Family have a place, there is the Prince of Wales, who 
was present on the opening night of the “(ihetto,” the Princess, the Duke and 
Du: hess of Connaught, the ex Empress ug: nie and others -on the floor lies A 
Turkish rug given by a Dragoman, one of the largest Bokhara carpeta in exiat- 
ence purchased from acaravan in Palestine. “I, too, have encamped in the 
Holy Land,’ Mrs. Brown Potter interpolated as she drew my attention to the 
rug. Chinese draperies picked up in the flowery East hang on carved screens and 
cover the grand piano, whilst on the walls are portraits of the mother and grand. 
mother of Mré. Brown Potter. 

“My grandmother was a Spanish Jewess,” my hostess told me, ani I feel 
sure it is from this ancestress, stately and handsome too, that the beautiful 
actress gets her brown almond-shaped eyes, pure aquiline nose and scarlet lips, 
One cannot fail to admire her features, but, to my thinking, her beauty is 
distinctly of the highest Jewish type. 

From the drawing room we crossed to the dining room—a cheerfal crimson 
room furnished with perfect specimens of Empire furniture. Mrs. Brown Potter 
is most learned in periods of dress and furniture, every stage gown she wears is 
accurate “ to a shoe latchet,” and not the smallest detail is overlooked, she haa 
the real fair, the instinctive knowledge of what is old and genuine which we are 
fond of considering a specially Jewish gift—and in the dining room everything 
is correctly “ Empire.” 

* © Thesilver souvenir spoons I collected in the different towns where I played 
each one reminds me of a good house somewhere,” she explained as I commented 
on the masses of silver set forth there. 

“ Here is a fan that belonged to the great actress Rachel, and was given me 
by my former teacher, Madame Armand Plissy, who played with Rachel, Mre. 
Brown Potter told me as we went to the little boudoir where some more 
treasures are arranged in a curio table. Amongst these is a page of verse 
written by Robert Browning for Mrs. Brown Potter after she had recited to him

To give even an outline of Mrs. Brown Potter's career would trespass too 
far on my space, she is an indefatigable worker and has ‘ravelled and played 
every where. In Australia and New Zealand she if an immense favourite, from 
India and Ceylon she has brought a host of offerings from admiring play-goers, 
Maharajahs, the Nizam of Hyderabad and other officials of high degree, whilst 
the Mikado presented her with two little Japanese dogs after she played Juliet

“Olive Aroison,” etc., but has never been associated with such an unsympathetic 
lay as “ The Ghetto.” The provincial rights of this piece have been already

borry. Anti-Semitism cannot now but be regarded by all thoughtful people 


in France, and far beyond its borders, as a corrosive acid which bites ite way 
into and destroys the vitals of the State ; as the very negation of hononr, justice 
and the first principles o° civilised Government. If anything were wanted to 
complete the exposure of this wicked movement, it would be the contemptible 
antics of its leaders. The world has long ceased to laugh at the 
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ex-tripe-merchant Gnuérin, who climbed down from the roof at Fort 
Chabrol into the arms of the police, Latterly it has been gazing with 
a sort of langnid interest at the capers in Algeria of his esteemed colleague, 
Max Régis. This egregions young man, who once boasted that he would 
send the Governor-General of Algeria packing, had grown jealous at the 
snecess of his rival in the anti-Semitic trade—Goérin—and so set up in a 
“fort” all of his own with the intention of being besieged by 
the police, capering on the roofs, gliding about subterranean sewers, 
and, generally speaking, setting up agein in the profession of an 
anti-Jewish martyr. But, unfortunately, the police would not besiege ; 
they would not play. Inetead of that, they meade their way 
straight into the “ Fort” and seized all the “ garrison ” (some of whom were 
in a state of speechless intoxication, and with something stronger than 
“the glory of the canse™)—seized all of them, that is to say with one 
exception. The exception was Régis himeelf. In the Chabrol performance, 
at least the leader surrendered and the followers escaped rcot free ; in the

A writer in the Times on * The Castom of Charitable 
Bequests,” after giving a list of recent legacies to 
public purposes by ladies, among whom Miss Lovisa Da 
Costa, of Brighton ( £30,000) is mentioned, devotes 
the conclading portion of his article especially to the gifts of Jewesses. He 
notes that “Paris and Vienna, where the anti-Jewish feeling is especially 
strong,’ will benefit largely under Baroness Llirsch’s will. It would, in our 
opinion, ba greatly to be regretted if any towa in which an anti-Semitic 
party had made itself felt, should be at once boycotted by benevolent Israelites. 
The husband of Baroness de Hirech was domiciled in Austria at the time of 
his death, and had long controlled great interests there ; he had a well-known 
dwelling in Paris, and his quarrel with the Jockey Clab did not prevent him 
from possessing many friends in France. It was natara! that his widow, 
who had shared his princely habitations and directed his hospitalities 
in both countries, should desire to continue after death the benevolence which 
had been in life the chief occupation of her days and the chief solace of her 
afflictions. To exclade a whole couatry from one's sympathies because the 
majority of its citizens have become, as it were, temporarily possessed of an 
evil spirit, is not in accordance with the charitab’e heart. The minority are 
all the more in need of our moral help and support, nor do the material 
necessities of the poor, a stratum usually sunk below the agitators and even 
the agitated, become any the less real or appeal any the less strongly to our 
pity. In the other modern examples of Jewish benevolence it is satisfactory

to find that those who give, while recognising as a rule the paramount duty | 


of the Jewish community to assist its own poor, 80 far as they can be helped 
without destroying their independence, do not stifle their generous impulse 
to relieve distress irrespective of race and creed. Thus the late Julia 
Baroness de Stern, besides bequeathing £3,000 to Jewish charitable institc- 
tions gave £60,009 for a hospital or convalescent home, which has been 
appropriated by her trastees to the London Hospital ; and side by side with 
Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild’s gift of £5,000 to our own Board of 
Gaardians (to which Baroness de Hirsch left £120,000 for its loan fund), 
comes his second magnificent endowment of the Evelina Hospital with 
£100,000, Whatever be thought of the exact proportions, and we have not 
stated in detail the various bequests, these philanthropists seem to us to 
have adopted in principlea sound and kindly system of administering their 
wealth which will canse their memory to be blessed. 


Elsewhere we print an account of another case 


Cruelty of brutal treatment of a Jewish emigrant on board 
toJewsonthe a cattleship from New York. We say “ another 


case” becanse similar outrages have occurred before 
and the absence of punishment has natarally led to 
their repetition. The present instance is particularly revolting because not 
only was the victim robbed of all his savings, but he was tortared by some 
of his fellow-voyagers into committing suicide. The poor fellow was placed 
under restraint by those in authority and treated as a raving lunatic, but it is 
d.tlicult to say why the robbers were not arrested. To us it seems that there 
were two misfortunes—the death of the man who might have been the principal 
witness to the crime, and the escape of the criminals. Anyway, the thieves 
got clean away, althongh their identity might have been established by the 
men in command. The fact is, the treatment of unfortunate Jews on board 
cattleships amounts often to nothing short of a scandal. Officers, who should 
interfere to protect them, too often neglect their duty and leave them to the 
b-ntal instincts of the cattle-men. This is, as we have said, no new thing. 
More than ten years ago, we insisted on some effort being made to put an 
ead to these barbarities on the high seas. What we said then, and repeat 
now, is that the Board of Guardians and the United Hebrew Charities of 
New York should take the matter thoronghly in band. The possibilities of 
altering the present condition of things rest mainly in American 
hands, becanse the victims are mostly slipped in New York as 
being a cheep way of helping their return to Earope. But hamanitarians 
at both ends can noite to pnt pressure on the cattleship owners to see that the 
ernelties perpetrated in their boats should cease. To urge, as the latter have 
done before, that they are merely the servants of those who ship the cattle is 
to form a very low conception of their duties, and to take refuge in a mere 
e asion. Failing their spontaneous intervention hnmane people can only 
hope that the attention of superior powers will be called to proceedings which 
are a disgrace tociviliration. We trust that the Solicitor to the Board o 
Deputies is already instructed to advise whether the Board of Trade can be 
asked to hold an inqniry. 


High Seas. 


Religious Instruction in State Schools in 
Victoria, Australia. 


In the Victoria Legislative Council on the 8th of August, the Hon. Nathaniel 
Levi called the attention of the Solicitor-General to some of the papers and 
books supplied to pupils in State schools, which reintroduced sectarian and 
dogmatic religious teachings, and asked if it was not in direct violation and 
contrary to the express terms and spirit of the present Education Act, as 
approved by the people and Parliament of Victoria, which distinctly set forth 
that it was to bea national system, based upon a purely free, secular and com- 
pulsory education. The education system, ebiek had been in existence for 
about twenty-five years, was at its inception declared to be free, secular and com- 
pulsory, and yet books and papers had been distributed amongst the scholars 
containing religious and dogmatic matters such as were never contemplated by 
the framers of the Education Act. Mr. Levi cited some passages in the “ Second 
Royal Reader,’ in which specific references were made to the founder of the 
Christian religion. 

The Solicitor-General, in reply, said that in the debate on the Act 
of 1872, a question arose as to the proper definition of the word sectarian, 
and it was decided that secular was to mean what was opposed to denomina- 
tionalism. A gentleman, whom they all respected, and who belonged to the 
Jewish faith, namely, Mr. Cohen, took an active part in the passing of the Act. 
The books which were issued immediately after the passing of the Act, con- 
tained sound, wholesome and excellent lessons in mersiie. He did not think 
that any hon. member in the House would object to those lessons except Mr. 
Levi, Certain expressions had been struck out by Mr. Ramsey; a Minister who 
dealt with the matter as an act of administration. This was not done by Parlia- 
ment, and Parlament had signified its wish in a very marked manner in 1892, 
when the following motion was carried almost unanimously, viz. :—“ That this 
house views with deep sorrow and disapproval the continuance of the absence of 
the name of Our Lord and Saviour from State school books, and directs the 
Minister of Public Instruction to provide for the issue in future of such books 
with the expunged passages referring to His name restored.” The Minister of 
Public Instruction was now acting in accordance with that direction, and many 
of the beautiful hymns, to which no one could reasonably object, were being

FRANCE AND THE DREYFUS 


In our last issue we referred to the recommendation of the Government to 
President Loubet for the pardon of Captain Dreyfus, and to 5 denen of the 
President giving effect to this proposal. As documents of historical interest, 
we reproduce the text of the Report of General de Galliffet and the Presidential 
Decree :— 


French Repablic War Offic: Report to the President of the Republic propos; 

release of the condemned man Dreyfus, Alfred, from the penaity of ra sero. c re te 
ronounced against him by the Court-Martial of the 10th Army Corps District. Paris 
Bent 10, 1899.—Monsieur le Président—On the 9th inst, the Rennes Court-Martial 
sentenced Dreyfus by five votes to two to ten years’ confinement, and by a majority it 
accorded him ext nuating c:rcumetarces, After having appealed to the Council of 
Revision Dreyfus has desisted. The judgment has become definite, and thus it shares the 
authority of the law to which everyone must bow. The highest function cf the (jovern- 
ment is to have the decisiocs of justice respected without distinction, and arritre pensee. 
Resolved ‘o falfil this duty, it should also consi’er what clemency and the public interest 
recomm nd, the very judgment of the Court-Martial which has admitted extenuating 
circumstances, the hope immediately expressed that the sentence should be mitigated, 
are 80 many indications which should attract attention. After the jaigment 
delivered in 1894, Dreyfas underwent five years’ transportation. This judgment 
was annulled on Jure 8, 1899, and a smaller penalty, both in character and 
durati'n, has been inflicted on him. If from the ten years of confinement the five 
years which he has passed at the [le du Diable are deducted, and it cannot be otherwise, 
Dreyfas will have uadergone five years’ transportation. It has been considered whether 
it would not be possible to assimilate transportation to solitary confinement in a prison, 
and in this case he would almost have got through his sentence. The | gislation does not 
appear to allow thiy. Hence it f»llows that Dreyfus would have to undergo a penalty 
greater than that to which he has b‘en condemned, It also results, from information 
obtained, that the hea!th of the condemned man has been seriously affected, and that he 
could not endure, wtibout the greatest danger, prolonged confiaement. Besides thess 
considerations, which are calculated to arouse s»licitude, others again of a more general 
nature tend to the same conclusion. High political interests, the necessity of recovering 
all their strength, have always led Governments, after difficult crises, and with regard to 
certain orders of facts, to adopt measures of clemency or forgetfalness. The Government 
would ill respond to the wish of the country, which is eager for pacification. It did not 
strike by a course which it can take on its own initiative. or propose to Parliarhent to 
efface all the traces of a painful conflict. — It is for you, Monsieur le Président, by an act 
of bigh humanity, to give the first guarantee to the work of appeasement which is asked 
for by public opinion, and which the welfare of the Republic commands, Therefore it is 
that I have the henour of pr: posting the enclosed decree for your signature. Receive. 
Monsieur le Président, the tribute of my respectfal devotion.—({Signed) The Minister of 
War, General de Galliffet. | 


The following is the decree : 


French Republic. ~War Office.—Decree releasing the condemned Dreyfas, Alfred, 
frou the penalty of ten years’ confinement pronounced against him by the Court-Martial 
of the Tenth Army Presijlent of the French Repubi'ic, on the report 
of the Minister of War, considering the law of Feb 25, 1875, considering the opinion of 
the Keeper of the Seals, Minister of Justice, decrees: 

Article 1. Dreyfus, Alfred, is relieved of the rest of the penalty of ten years’ co: fine. 
ment pronounced against him by jadgment of the Rennes Court-Martial on Sept. 9, 18, 
as well as of mi itary degradation. 

Article 2 The Minister of War is charged with the execution of this decree. 

Done at Paris, Sept. 19, 189% —(Sign d) Emile Loubet. By the President of the 
Republic, the Minister of War (signed) General de Gallifiet. 


Merely as a record also, we give a literal translation of the general order to 
the Army, issued by the Minister of War, the versions which have appeared 
having been in several passages at variance with the original text. 

To the Army.—The incident is c'osed. The military Judges, surrounded by the 
respect of a'}, have delivered their verdict in complete independence We have, without 
any »eservation, bowed down before their decree. Weshall likewise bow down before the 
act which a tentiment of profound pity has dictated to the President of the Republic. 
There can no longer be any question of reprisals, whatever they may be. So I repeat, the 
ircident is closed. I ask you, and if need be [ should order you, to forget the past ia 
order to think only of the future. “With you all, my comrades, I cry heartily “ Long live 
the Army!” which belongs to no party but only to France. 


CASE. 


After his release, Captain Dreyfus, accompanied by his brother, M. Mathieu 
Dreyfus, had a long railway journey, which terminated at Carpentras (Depart- 
ment of Vaucluse), about twenty kilometres from Avignon, long famous as a 
Jewi-h centre of culture. Here, the ex-prisoner is staying with his nephew, 
M. Paul Valabrégue, and every attention is being bestowed upon him. His 
meeting with his two children who joined him a few days later was pathetic in 
the extreme. 

On his journey, Dreyfus was interviewed by M. Jules Huret, whose very 
interesting narrative, headed “En Liberté,’ occupied five columns of last 
Friday's Figaro. Captain Dreyfus spoke out frankly, describing his enemies 
with calm insight aaa without bitterness. Here is his opinion of General 
Mercier — 

“ He is a wicked ‘man and a dishonest man,” came the brusque answer. “ Yet I don't 
believe he is conscicus cf the depth of the evil committed by bim He is too intelligent, 
indeed, to be exactly unconscious 
morally he must be unconecious.. He is without moral sense —he is unmoral.” 

Esterhazy, also, was the subject of some severe remarks :— 

I think that he is a swindler, a chevalier d'industrie, who has swindled his country — 
it is not even his country—as he has swindled his cousin and his tradesmen, but with ut 
realising that he was doing anything so bad. He wanted money ; that was the motive 
For, after all, there must be a motive for crime. What would mine have been? I have 
never been seer to touch a card, so I was not a gambler. It has been said that I was a 
debauchee : how, then, explain how I came ninth out of the Military School ? Do not 
they know the tremendous work which the examinations demand ¢ How can work and 
debauchery go hand in hand? General Mercier said that the search for the motive of a 
¢ ime belonged to the domain of psychology, and that we were on the judicial ground. 
What does that mean ? 1 have never been a magistrate, but it appears to me tuat the frat 
thing to be done when a criminal is suspected is to discover the motive for his crime, That 
is common sense. 


Being asked to describe the effect which the judgment of the Rennes Court- 
martial had upon him, Dreyfus replied :— 

[t was at first deep grief, then stupefaction, then a sort of very sweet comfort on 
learning that two officers had had the c urage to pronounc: me entirely innocent. I swear 
that these two gallant officers were right. . 

Dreyfus accounted in the following words for the animosity shown against 
him, from 1894, in the Staff Bureaux, and for his conviction by the first Court- 
martial :— 

I think that the cause is somewhat complex. Firat, and above all, I was regarded as 
guilty. One could have plunged so frivolously iatoerror Then there was anti-Semitism 
ina latent state. Lastly, my character may have had something to do with it. Yes, I 
wai a bit curt, but only with my chiefs, as, on the contrary, | made it a point to be most 
considerate to my inferiors. I did not associate, so to speak, with anyone, and when I 
entered the Staff I paid no visits. I contented myself with despatching my orderly with 
cards to the Chief and Deputy-Chief of the Staff, and to the heads of my burcaa. That 
was all, I was outspoken and independent in my attitude towards my chiefs. If an 
p an or work seemed to me to be ee done, I did not fear to say what I thought, instes 
of approving everything systematically, as the others did when a chief spoke or acted. I 
know that this sort of thing is not liked. 

I believe that in the beginning, up t> the first Curt-martial —that Is to say, = 
the preliminary proceedings in the case—most of the people connected with the affair 
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But if he ie mentally conscious of what he doves,

really believe me to be guilty. Bat at the Court-martial matters took another tarn. I 
feel certain that from thit time there was s feeling that « mistake had been made and 
that machinations were accumulated against me by my accusers because they feared bei 
charged with having acted with cn'pable imprudence in the case Besides, the seect at 
what I say was given by Captain Freystaetter. Docaments known to be *parioas were 
produced behind my back to get me convicted 


One of the most touching portions of the conversation was Dreyfus's 
description of his sufferings on the Devil's Island. 

Zola has published in the Aurore an * Open Letter” to Madame Dreyfaa, 
which filled upwards of four columns of Friday's issue of that paper. hile 
still mourning as a citizen, he shares with Madame Dreyfas the joy of the 
moment, when her husband is restored to her. He regards the pirdon as a 
bitter gift. and grieves that the Government of a great country should have heen 
weak enough to rest content with being mercifal when it have been ast. 
There can be final peace for the country only in justice. “ As for as, Madame.” 
the letter continues, “we will carry on the fight, we will battle to-morrow for 
justice as fiercely as we did yesterday. We must rehabilitate the wronged man 
not so much for hie sake—for his name is covered with glory—as to rebabilitate 
France herself, who would otherwise surely die from the exceas of iniquity.” 
Emile Zola assur.« Madame Dreyfus that she can in all confidence place her 
cause in the hands of the men who have restored her husband to liberty, and 
willrestore bim to honour. Not one-of these will desert bis post—they know 
that by fighting for justice they are fighting for their country. The eloquent 
writer conclud»s with a touching reference to the Captain's two children, who 
will, when they learn thestory of bis martyrdom and his heroism. bear his name 
eater and gloriously. “Some day it will be the children, not of the martyr, 

ut of his torturers, whose cheeks will blash with shame amid the execration of 
the world.” 

The death of M. Scheurer-Kestner was a source of great grief to Dreyfus. 
who in a pathetic letter to the son of the deceased politician, states that it was 
his intention to pay one of his earliest visits to his champion. Captain Dreyfus 
sent a wreath to the funeral, and a similar tribute was paid by Madame Sarah 
Bernhardt to “the Apostle of truth,” as stated on the card accompanying her 
wreath. Madame Melba, the celebrated prima donna, has forwarded a charming 
letter to Madame Dreyfus. 

It is matter for satisfaction that Major Hartmann, one of the military 
experts who gave evidence in favour of Dreyfas at Rennes, has been appointed

A meeting of the Colonisation Sub-Committee of the Chovevi 
Zion Association was held on Sunday last, the 24th inst A long 
report from Mr. Goldman; the Administrator of the Cv lony of Boer 
Y ehouda, Was Teee ived and considers ] The re} rt dealt with the pro- 
gress he had made in the work of surveying and allotting the land, and towards 
obtaining the title deeds for the “fy 1 portion of the property for which kashans 
had not yet heen obtained Everything i” progressing favourably with this 
colony, and this at the smallest expense that has ever yet been made in relation 
to Palestinian colonisation. In this respect the Chovevi Zion Association has 
made a “record.” ' Hitherto enormous sums were required to effect the legal 
registration of Jews, and the necessary permits for their settlement. Already a 
number of the colonists and their families have been settled on the land, and are 
working it. . The whole work in connection with this colony has been carried 
out in a manner which will serve as a guide to other colonial ventarés in 
Palestine, and in the face of the greatest difficulties the enterprise hax been 
brought to a stage from which the successful development will ensue. Much has 
still to be done before this colony will be firmly established. Mr. Goldman has 
prepared an estimate setting out the requirements of this colony for the 
future. ‘This will be laid before the Executive Committee at ita next meeting 
and steps taken to procure the money. 

A report was also considered from the Colony of Machnayim. The 
Administrator of this colony writes that he must proceed at once to build the 
twenty houses needed by the colonists before the rainy, season commences, and 
he asks for as much money as could be sent him to carry out this work. The 
Galician colonists who are settled there are working with great zest, and this 
colony bids fair to become one of the most successful in the Holy Land 

A gratifying feature was the receipt from the Bulawayo Chovevi Zion of 
sums of £50 for the Colony of Machnayim and £10 10s. for the school at Jaffa,

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The ‘‘ Sanitation of the Mosaic Law.”’ 


A PAPER BY DR. ADLER, READ AT THE HEALTH CONGRESS. 


| ¥ROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


One of the moit interesting papers read at the Health Congress, Blackpoo!, 
during the week, was that entitled “ The Sanitation of the Mosaic Law,” by the 
Chief Rabbi. Owing to the festivals, Dr. Adler was unable to be present in 
person, and in his absence the paper was read by the Town Clerk of Lancaster. 

Dr. ADLER, in the course of his paper, said, that in a remarkable lecture 
delivered by Sir B. W. Richardson a few years ago to Jewish working men, on the 
Moeaic sanitary code and its effect on the Jewish race, he viewed all the Com- 
mandments of the Decalogue as hygienic provisions, all having reference to the 
rule and governance of the passions, without which governance life was 
embittered, degraded. and shortened. Whilst admitting that many a sound 
argument might be advanced in favour of this position. he (De. Adler) would 
aver that no ingenuity whatever was needed to affirm the sanitary value of the 
Fourth Commandment, which enjoined the observance of the Sabbath. Science 
had demonstrated that if the body aud mind of man were to retain their health 
and vigoor to old age, they must not be permitted to toil for more than six days 
in the week. Anda famous physician had declared that he never knew a man 
to work seven days in the week who did rot kill himself or his 
mind. He need not point out with what emphasis personal cleanlines was 
insisted vpon. Entire chapters in the Books of Leviticus and Numbers 
were devoted to the subject of the cleansing of the person and of 
clothing. When they came to the subject of diseases, the noteworthy 
fact pressed itself upon them that the laws of the Pentateuch did not follow 
the ancient therapeutical or curative system, but that they substituted for it the 
method that was now regarded as truly wise and philosophic, the method of 
prevention. The Mosaic law exacted regulations as to the sanitation of 
dwellings, and, in addition, there were contained in the Mosaic Code other 
injunctions the direct bygienic object of which medical authorities at all ages 
and of all countries had already recognised. The sanitary purpose of other laws 
might not be so obvious, but would become apparent to the diligent student. 
Proceeding to consider in greater detail the various precepts relating tu dietary 
which were held to be binding upon the Israelite, Dr. Adler said he did not 

esume to say that the purpose of those various precepts was exclusively 
Koatente. One object of the Code was declared to be the preservation of racial 
separateness, It was likewise beyond dispute that it was intended to serve a 
high moral purpose. Entire self-control, the great ideal of perfect man and 
perfect womanhood, might be viewed as the life and soul of these various com- 
mands, It might, be thought, be justly claimed that obedience to the various 
oe during successive ages had contributed to render the Hebrew frugal, 
sober, temperate and moderate, so that, by common consent, he was remarkably 
free from a besetting vice of mankind— the indulvgen ein strong drink At the 
same time, it would be conceded that a distinctly sanitary purpose might also be 
discerned in many of the precepts. But even wiih respect to those animals 
which were permitted for food certain rules had to be observed before their 
flesh was permitted to be eaten. 

The mode of slanghter was carefully prescribed, and objection had been 
raised to the process on the ground of its not being the most Semaine mode of 
depriving the animal of life—nay, as even being calculated to inflict unnecessary 
pain. He desired to rebut that grave charge. He averred, without fear of 
contradiction, that no legislation was so imbued as was the Mosaic law with 
tender consideration for the dumb animal. There was no difficulty in learning 
the motive for the method adopted. No process was better calculated to drain 
the animal of its bleod, the partaking of which was, as they knew, strictly 
prohibited in the Pentateuch. It was a remarkable fact, disclosed by the inves- 
tigation into the nature of disease germs which eminent scientists had recently 
made, with the help of the microscope, that in many cases the blood of the 
animal might be the seat of a fatal disease, whilst the so'id tissues might still be 
nutritious and serve for wholesome food. Hencethe avoidance of blood and the 
excision of the blood vessels prevented the absorption of diseased germs into 
the human ba stem, which might exerta polsonous effect upon the e nstitution 
This was the second reason for which the Jewish method of slaughtering 
animals, termed “Schechita,” was resorted to. Every possible precaution was 
taken-to render the process swift, safe and painless, The process was supported by 
scientists, and amongst those who had pronounced in favour of it were Lord 
Lister, Professors Sir Michael Foster and Dr. Macalister, and Professor Virchow. 
Dr, Adler proceeded to point out that when an animal had been slaughtered inthe 

yreacribed method its flesh was not yet permitted for human consumption. 

Sowish tradition had extended the prohibition to animals that suffered from 
some mortal disease which would cause their premature death. Hence search 
was made to discover whether such morbid conditions existed. The existence 
of pleuro-pneumonia, tuberculosis, and any other pulmonary disease was at once 
detected, and the meat of such animal declared unfit for food. It was only in 
later days that the hygienic importance of that careful examination had been 
carefully realised. Eminent authorities had demanded that stringent measures 
should be adopted for the inspection of carcases in all slaughter-nouses. so that 
meat from tuberculous cattle should be absolutely withdrawn from the food 
supply. 

The reading of the paper was punctuated with loud burs's of applause, and 
judging from the attitude of those present, the statements of Dr. Adler se med 
to be generally approved of,

Simchath Torah in the East End. 


>

To know what Simchath Torah is—the real genuine article, and not the 
counterfeit presentment that you meet with in some * fashionable” syna- 
gogue—you must turn eastward, and see how it is observed in the Chevras and 
minor synagogues of Spitalfields. I have often heard people say that Simchath 
Torah is dying out in our time, It is not surprising that they should hold this 
view whose experiences are limited to West End Synagogues. with their meagre 
39% O)° attendances. and their decorously-cold Simchath Torab, in which 
there is neither AAD nor WNN. Fancy depriving children of all the fan that 
makes Simchath Torah the brightest day in the whole year! And when wealthy 
members of synagogues are unwilling to accept the honours of 7M {AM and 

~WRID IAM, which have to be relegated to the Wardens as a matter of form. it 
does seem as if Simchath Torah was in a moribund state. But it is the people 
for whom it has lost its charm who ought to be so described. Simchath Torah 
itself is as alive as ever, as anyone who visited the East End Chevras last 
Tuesday night and Wednesday morning could have seen for themselves. 

The places of worship were crowded, they were more full even than on the 
first day of Yom Tov. Nor is this surprising when you. consider how many 
features of attraction the Rejoicing of the Law possesses for the ordinary East 
End Jew, who has not too many pleasures outside of his synagogue. Think 
for a moment what the Torah means to a pious Jew of the old school. It is his 
whole religious life, the length of his days, his constant delight, his bride | 
Sweeter than honey, more desirablethan gold! He loves his Torah with a love 
passing the love of women; he would give his life for it, as his fathers have 
done before him. This week. he has been holding a festival entirely in honour 
of his heavenly bride, and, therefore, he rejoices, and holds a 2173 SYD in 
celebration of having read through the Five Books, and having been privileged to 
commence them again. 

Then what an honour it is to be made WWD [AV or WRI FAN! One of my 
acjuaintances is a poor working tailor. By dint of extraordinary self-denial, he 
saved £10 this year with a view to becoming AWN NN. £5 of this went for the 
purchase of a Sepher, which he has presented to his Chevra on the occasion of 
his attaining the long-coveted honour; £2 more goes for schnodering, leaving 
{3 with which he provided an entertainment at home for his friends on 
Wednesday. Besides this, he made himself a handsome dress suit, that he might 
appear in Shool suitably attired for his exalted office. 

Every member of the Chevra kaows my humble friend, and of course 
everyone is anxious to go to Shool if only to see how he will comport himself 
in the trying circumstances. The Wardens and Treasurers went to his house 
on Tuesday afternoon to fetch him, and were duly rewarded for their trouble 
by being regaled with cakes and wine. Carrying his Sepher with him, he 
marched all through the s!reets in a sort of triumphal procession. He took the 
Sepher into the Parnassim Box with him, and kept possession of it during the 
first part of the service. 

Then come the M5PF, around which the principal interest of the service 
centres. The whole five Sephorim that the Ark contains are taken out, and 
only a burning candle is left inside. Do not imagine, however, that the 
procession is such a small one. The Shomas marches in front witha light. The 
rear is brought up with a number of boys who carry paper flags, some of them 
inscribed in gilt letters A7\7* 735. The women throw down almonds and raisins 
from the gallery, for which there is a scramble. The NScroll-bearers are con- 
tinually being changed, so that most of the members of the congregation are 
enabled to bear their part in the joyous function. The Yom Tov Yigdal is 
sung to every tune in the calendar. It is surprising that the Chazan’s memory 
ean recall each tune as it is wanted, 

Bat the great feature of Simchath Torah is the morniug service, Every 
member is called up to the reading of the Law. TheShomas is called up “ with 
all the children,” aud he jokingly offers 15 guineas. Finally comes the Me™ to 
the ANN followed by the MU to the The complimentary 
earn: ge in these florid compositions may strike the critical reader as overwrought 

ut I am sure that every word and syllable of them was deserved by my humble 
friend, to whose self-denying generosity I have referred. His beaming face, as the 
Chazan calls out NOY, Wey, WoY is touching to witness. It is nearly one 
o'clock before the gorgeous service is over, and bat for the custom that 
prevails at one of the larger Chevras of reading simultaneously in two rooms 
from two Sephorim, so as to enable everyone present, without exception, to have 
an 7°72, the service could hardly have been terminated by three o'clock in the 
afternoon, 

During Musaph, one man took a glass of wine in his hand, publicly said a 
M393, and drank it off. There are many such incidents in an old-fashioned 
Simchath Torah service that would shock the sensibilities of your refined West- 
Ender. That 1s because he cannot enter into the feelings with which we 
celebrate our festival down Spitalfields way. ‘Tous it is a real rejoicing. We 
feel as David felt when he danced before the Ark; as the Rabbins felt when 
they danced and made merry at the ADNWA Wa ANoy. Then why should 
we not give expression to our feelings’? Our gladness, like theirs, is the gladness 
of religious enthusiasm. To us the Law of God is not a hard yoke which frets 
and galis us, it is a pure joy. We love and caress it, and the festival we celebrate 
in its honour is to us the most gladsome day in the whole year.

‘I'he Committee expresses its hearty 
appreciation of Mr. Levia's efforts as a teacher of the classes. Tne Committee was a's) 
deprived daring the session of the excellent services of Miss Rox-laar as a teacher of the 
classes, owing to her temp rary absence from London. Miss Katie Abrahams was good 
enough to undertake the work of Miss Roze!aar’s class to the end of tre ses-ion. Dr. M 
Friedlander examined all the classes, and handed to th> Committee a r: port, in which he 
stated: “On the whole, the examination convinced we of the earnestness and con- 
scientiousness of the teachers in the performance of their ariuous duties. Comparing the 
work done with the syllabus laid befure me, I fiad thateach cla « has faily carried out its 
task The short space of :ime devoted to instruction has been wei! utilised for the advance- 
ment of the c'asees I must however add, that so long as « minimum of time is given to 
Hebrew aod Religious instruction, the whule energy and attention should be directed to 
the Hebrew, at least in the lower classes, until accuracy and fluency in Hebrew reading is 
attained, and the pupils are able to jvin in Divine S-rvice in the Synagogue I am 
therefore, pleased to learn that an extension of the Hebrew instruction has been decided 
upon by your Committee.” The children of the classes collected the large eum of £82 for 
the Jewish Branch of the Children’s Coantry Holiday Fand. The Committee regrets to 
report the resigoation of the position of Chairman of Mr Henry Hymave, to whove «ff rte 
the classes are greatly indebted. Mr. J. Samael was elected Chairman in succession to Mr. 
H ymans 

The Rev, Dr. Gaster, in addressing the meeting, thanked all connected 
with the Hampstead Synagogue for the honour they had paid him in asking 
him to fill the post of Chairman at that distribution. He valued that privilege 
for a special reason, for it testified, above all things, to that unity which existed 
in Judaism—a unity which was far above the many petty and small differences 
that were sometimes created in the community. The differences which existed 
between the Ashkenazim and the Sephardim, were small indeed, while these 
tnstitutions which formed the eternal part of Judaism were absolutely identical. 
The differences between the two sections of the community were purely 
scientific ; they did not want any others and they should not exist. He did not 
think parents fully appreciated the momentous question before them. By sending 
their children to r-ligious classes, and helping those who had established them, they 
were not merely helping to preserve the unity of Judaism which existed in the 
past, nor were they striving to put things on a better basis, but they were doing 
something for the Judaism of the future. People had often asked what was 
the good of religion classes. He did not speak individually, but he referred to 
the community as a whole. Yet, what was Hebrew! Very few people under- 
stood the great intellectual loss and crippling of the mind, they were depriving 
their children of by not seeing that they had proper Hebrew instruction. 
Hebrew was not a dead language. How could it be dead when people prayed in 
it, when people had recourse to it in their moments of joy and sorrow If it 
was the tongue in‘which people appealed to their Creator, how could it be said

to be dead’? There was not a single book written in Hebrew of which 
Jews could not be proud, nor was there any literature possessing such 
greatness of style and depth of fecling as the ‘Hebrew literature. 
Some people contended that the Hebrew works were merely works 


of theology, and on these grounds they were not or-anxious to allow 
their young to have access to them. The Jews had not only been 
the greatest doctors of science in the Middle Ages, but they were amongst the 
greatest scientists of modern times. The principal Universities in the Continent 
of Europe and in England were founded by Jews. When parents gave their 
children access to these books, they not only laid before them some of the most 
beautiful specimens of literature that had ever been written, but they would find 
in them many useful lessons for the battle of life. Why had Jews degenerated | 
[t was useless to disguise the fact that their gradual neglect of Hebrew was 
slowly accounting for it. He pointed, for example, to those countries which had 
thought that they could do better without Hebrew and its students, Had Spain 
prospered since its expulsion of the Jews, or were the prospects of France 
of the brighest? Dr. Gaster then dwelt at some length on the question of 
denominational schools. He considered that the neglect of this question was 
growing serious, The position of the community was gradually becoming 
more and more insecure and unstable. He did not wish to hurry matters 
bat they were standing on the edge of a precipice, and it was most important 
that they should be ready. He thought it necessary for the good of the com- 
munity and the future of Judaism that Jewish children should be educated an‘ 
brought up amongst their coreligionists, In concluding he impressed upon the 
children that they must not for a moment think that after they had left th: 
Classes they would lose all they had learnt in them. They must carry the 
lessons they had learned away into practical life. They must remember the 


glorious past of Judaism, and bear in mind that it had always contributed to 
the progress of the world, which wasa claim upon it for thefuture. Therefore 
it would devolve upon those children to see to the successes of the future. 


Mr. 8S. Moses. in moving a vote of thanks to Dr. Friedlinder for examini 
the Classes, remarked that he was pleased to note the progress the classes b 
made during the last three or four years. 


Dr. Gas: er acknowledged the vote on behalf of Dr. Friedlinder. 


Mr. Hexry HyMans, in moving « vote of thanks to the teachers. with which 
he coupled the name of the Rev. A. A Green, said that despite all the possible 
work done by the Committee and its Chairman the greatest merit was due to 
the teachers. The Committee were indeed fortanate in having sach an able 
staff of teachers, and it was only necessary. to mention the name of the Rev. 
A. A. (ireen to understand the quality of the work that was done. 


The Rev. A. A. Green, in responding, said that one or two young ladies 
who had formerly been pupils in the classes, had, on leaving, asked to be 
allowed to take part in the teaching. Asa colleague of Dr. Gaster, and one who 
always received from him encouragement and fellowship, he was pleased aad 
prond to have seen him in the position he was filling that afternoon Bat he 
would join issue with Dr. Gaster on the question of denominational schools. He 
thought that, while they were taking measures to safeguard their children, it was 
necessary to take steps to check prejadice and misunderstanding. Some people 
had wished for separate Jewish hospitals apart from the Christian insti‘ ations, 
But while the Jews had so much in common in matters of charity and 


education with those of other creeds, while their boys grew up and 
learnt the same lessons as their Christian fellows, the more they 
combined, the more would Jewish boys be able to enter into open 
competition with everyone élse. He thought it unadvisable to create 


any institutions which would make Christian boys think there was 
any difference between Jewish boys and themselves, The question was not 
a religious but a secular one, and it was important for everyoue to be carefal 
how they mixed them together. as in the past miny serious mistakes had been 
made in that direction. He thought it deplorable that there was no tostitation 
where the community eould deliberate on those pointe at issue, pastead of talking 
across platforms, or addressing letters to the Jewrsn Citronic, 


Mr. J. SaAMvUrt moved a vote of thanks to. Dr, Gaster, and asked him to 
convey the regrets of those present to Mra. Gaster, that she had been unable to 
be present. 


Dr. Gaster, after responding to the vote, said that he would take the 
opportunity of saying a few words in answer to the Rev. A A. Green. He 
would not answer him ina spirit of controver ay but he would address those at 
the head of the Jewish commanity, who had the friendship of their fellow. 
citizens of another faith. He would ask if anyone could say whether, when 
Jewish children had been educated in non-denominational school«. the contact 
with scholars of a different creed had improved either of the two sects. Bat 
could anyone say that when Jewish children had been brought up in a denomt- 
national school, such as the Jews’ Free School, it had been a bar to their success 
in life’ He implored Jewish parents to keep their children in their own homes 
with the spirit of Judaism. When they were matured in life, when they were 
mature in apirit, and when they knew their own w rth af } were ahle to ju ige 
for themselves. then they migat be left to go their owa way and fight for the 
highest place in Iirfe. When they became men of highest kuowlédge, when they 
became foremost in the ficht for haman progress, then was the time to conqaer 
prejudice,

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Anti-Semitism and Jewish Duty.

A SERMON PREACHED AT THE SYNAGOGUE, UPPER BERKELEY STREET, ON THE 
EIGHTH DAY OF TABERNACLES, 
By tue REV. MORRIS JOSEPH. 
*Ye shall b> guiltiess towards the Lord and towards Israel.” Numbers 22. 


Thus in olden days was a section of Israel reminded that it owed a duty to 
the whole of Israel. It was bound to uphold the ancestral religion; it was 
bound, moreover, to stand by the race. It was to be “ guiltless towards the 
Lord,” but “towards Israel” too, The lesson is emphatically one for our own 
day. We live in times of peril and anxiety. The condemnation of Alfred 
ag bow the anti-Semitic excesses in Algiers, the revival of the blood accusation 
in Bohemia, are symptoms which no Jew who loves his people can ignore. The 

rsecuting mania, which gave a bad pre-eminence to the Middle Ages, has 
roken out afresh, tv shed disgrace on the closing days of the 19th century. 
Nor is the phenomenon one which we English Jews have to regard only from 
afar. Mr. Arnold White's latest work, “The Modern Jew,” 1s but two well 
calculated to fan the expiring embers of anti-Jewish feeling in the minds of 
Englishmen. Ostensibly, perhaps sincerely, aiming at impartiality, it yet resolves 
itself into a serious indictment of the Jewish race, which may easily convert 
wavering minds into confirmed enemies of Israel. This is not the occasion for 
examining either Mr. White's charges or his nostrums. It is of no use to 
defend the Jew toa Jewish audience. If I mention this latest critic of ours, 
it is in order to show you that this plague of anti-Semitism has come nearer 
home than some of us might think. And I wish you to see this, from a desire 
to awaken not your fears or your indignation, but your sense of responsibility. 
If anti-Jewish feeling were absolutely extinct in this country, we should still 
be bound to do our utmost to prevent its resuscitation. But since it is not dead, 
and there are influences at work tending to rouse it into vigorous life, the obli- 
gation is intensified. Nay, do we not owe a duty to our brethren in less favoured 
countries, who are liable to be plundered, and assaulted, and done to death on a 
Devil's Island or elsewhere, for the good of their country—the duty of so living 
as to prove that this widespread hatred of ourrace is naught but a savage frenzy, 
the offspring of the evil passions of those who have fallen a prey to it’? Upon 
us, as upon our fathers of ancient times, the solemn obligation is laid of making 
a self-denying effort for the welfare of our race. We haveto be true to God, 
faithful to the religion He has given us to be the rule of our lives and the light 
of the world. But we have also to stand by our brethren in their time of peril, 
to do all thatin us hes to defeat the hostile forces that are arrayed against them. 
We must be “ guiltless towards the Lord, but also towards Israel. 

W hat, then, is our duty at such a crisis’ To me, it seems, to consist in a 
careful revision of our personal conduct. Nothing, I freely admit, that the Jew 
can do, shdrt of putting an end to his own existence, will ever stop this anti- 
Semitic fury. The real remedy lies far ahead in the remote future. It will 
come with the disappearance of religious animosity, with the triumph of humane 
feeling, with the universal recognition of the transcendent tie of brotherhood 
that binds all men together. The causes of the world’s hostility towards us are 
beyond our control ; all we can do is to remove some of the pretexts fori .. The 
Jew-hater prefers against us certain charges to justify his enmity. They may 
be frivolous; they may even be false. Our duty is to make our conduct of life 
a practical demonstration of their utter absurdity. We may have, in consequence, 
to impose severe restrictions upon our just liberty, to consider forbidden not a 
little that is permissible. But to these sacrifices we must cheerfully submit for 
Israel's sake. 

And if this is Jewish duty stated 
specific duty of us English Jews’ First, | think, we have to strive more 
strenuously after simplicity of life. That the rich Jew is ostentatious and 
overbearing, is an assertion that forms part of the stock-in-trade of every 


in general terms, what is the 


anti-Semite. Personally, I do not believe that, as a rule, those Jews 
whose conduct lends colour to the accusation, who load themselves 
with jewels in and out of season, who make themselves unpleasantly 


conspicuous at social gatherings, who choose Sundays for their noisiest enter- 
tainments, who seem bent on monopolising the best that this material world 
affords, intend to flaunt their prosperity in the faces of their neighbours, or to 
hurt their feelings in the slightest degree. All that they are really guilty of 
is want of good taste and want of thought. But the results are unfortunate, 
nevertheless. The world-credits these people with the baser motive, and the 
whole race suffers. Only by studied simplicity of life shall we acquit ourselves 
of our responsibility in this respect. To have wealth is no crime; the only 
crime is to use it badly. And the Jew does make a bad use of it when he gives 
plausibility to the cry that his race is ostentatious and arrogant. 

We are charged further with materialism, with being devoid of all ideals. 
save such as are sordid. We live, it is said, only for money and for what money 
can purchase. To this charge, likewise, we must give serious heed. The ‘x 
quoque argument will not avail us. It is useless to urge that, as regards love of 
money, the Jew is no worse than the Gentile. He must be better, or anti- 
Semitism, which lives on half-truths, will never want for specious arguments. 
“ Plain living "—thbat, as | have said, should be one of our aims ; “ high thinking ” 
should be another. I rejoice at the thought that among English Jews there is 
a goodly number of cultured men and women, who, while not shunning material 
possessions and pleasures, know how to subordinate them to the higher delights 
of the intellect. But the number must be very largely increased if the Jew- 
hater is to be exposed to the world in all his naked malevolence. 

Another sin which is laid at the door of the Jew is vulgarity. He is loud. 
it is said, not only in speech, but in dress and in manner. Whether the charge 
be true or false, let us treat it as true, and go out of our way to cultivate a 
scrupulously quiet demeanour, Let it bea deliberate policy with us to “ go softly 
all our years.’ Especially let us show increased enthusiasm for the refining 
influences of education, as distinguished from its material advantages. Let us 
value it, less as the passport to worldly success than as the magic force that 
lends true grace and beauty to life. Ah, what a different attitude would the 
world adopt towards us if we were to set greater store by these higher posses- 
sions! Then we might be rich without offence, powerful without creating 
envy ; for our wealth and our power would be justified by our excellences, 
Think of the recognised leaders of our community. They unite with an exalted 
worldly station and with great influence, public as well as private, true refinement 
of mind and manner, and as a consequence they enjoy the unalterable esteem of 
their non-Jewish neighbours. Could anti-Semitism possibly exist in any country 
where all the Jews or the majority of them, consciously modelled their lives on 
such Speers ? hey might not produce a perfect copy, but the very attempt 
to produce it would be enough. : 

_ | have referred to Education. Suffer me to say a few words more on the sub- 
ject, Equally as important, in relation to anti-Semitism, as the behaviour of 
Jewish men and women, is the training which they give their children. Our sons 
and daughters must be imbued, of course, with an admiration for the highest 
ideals, with a love of knowledge for its own sake, with a devotion to culture 
with a contempt for all that is mean and vulgar, and sordid. But there is more 
to be said. What occupations are you going to choose for your boys’ This is 
no light matter, judged from the standpoint of Jewish interests. Why are Jews 
charged with materialism’ Is it not eg owing to their predilection for 
finance, and the occupations connected with it’ That we Jews should adopt 


the heroic remedy, and unanimously resolve to forswear such occupations is, of 
cours, impossible. Let it not be forgotten, too, that these occupations are of 
the greatest value for the business world. Bat in future would it not be well 
if they were left to the Gentile, just as for centuries we left the hideous trade 
of the money-lender to the Gentile clergy’? We have been forced into them 
by conditions which were not of our making. But now that those 
conditions have passed away, now that the whole industrial domain 
is open to the Jew in countries like this, ought we not to 
withhold our children from vocations which they cannot pursue with- 
out doing harm t» the Jewish cause? Theancient Rabbins declared it to 
be the parent's duty to teach his son 4 handicraft as a means of living. The 
spirit of the saying deserves wider respect than it usually receives. Why should 
not the sons even of wealthy parents be trained, if not todo manual labour 
with their own hands, at any rate to pone | themselves, as owners of factories, 
with such labour when done by others’ Nay, there is the question of agricul. 
ture, once the characteristic industry of our people. Well has an old Jewish 
teacher said that God promised the Israelites fertility of the soil in order that 
they might not be compelled to seek their bread in the artificial and enervating 
atmosphere of cities.. It is a fine ype Why should not our lads, those of 
them, at any rate, whose livelihood is already assured, be trained for the agri. 
cultural life’? What a magnificent thing it would be if they were to settle on the 
land as farmers, and so help, at one and the same time, to remove a reproach 
from the Jewish name, and to restore to English agriculture some of its lost 


inally, there is one duty which no preacher can possibly omit from his list 
of palliatives for the anti-Semitic evil. It is religious stedfastness. The one 
effectual way of being “ guiltless towards Israel” is being “ guiltless towards the 
Lord.” The most plausible grounds for hostility towards the Jew are furnished 
by his religious indifference. Those who are false to their faith, it is egae 1, 
cannot be true in anything ; they cannot be loyal citizens, or staunch friends, or 
honest men of business. And this is the one argument of anti-Semitism that we 
may accept as true. Therefore, I say, let us be better Jews, if we would take a 
better place in the opinion of the world. Form your owa conception of Judaism ; 
be Orthodox or Reformer as you will; but having formed your conception, live 
up to it, faithfully and consistently. The weak-kneed Jew, the Jew who page 
fast and loose with his religion, whe hides it when he can, and apologises for 1! 
when he cannot, is rightly despised by the Gentiles, and the whole race ha; 
wrongfully to pay, in distrust and contumely, the erm | of his wrongdoing. 
But, at the same time, let us have a care that we do not fall into the trap that the 
professional Jew-baiter would lay for us. We are told—Mr. Arnold White 
echoes the cry—that we hold ourselver aloof from our neighbours in a narrow 
religiosity, that the most we deserve is a contemptuous toleration as lorg as we 
refuse to eat the food and to marry the daughters of our Christian neighbours. 
This charge, at any rate, we may scornfully dismiss from our minds. We are 
not going to commit religious suicide because our enemies recommend it to us 
as our only possible salvation. If we are to perish, it shall be after the 
manner of the Jewish martyrs of old—with the Law in our hands and its words 
in our hearts. If we are to perish, it shall be, not as traitors, but as faithful 
servants of the God of Israel. But, indeed, for loyal Jewry there is no death

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


Celebrities of the Jews.’’ 


It is a rare event for a good Jewish book to emanate from the provinces, 
There is so much centralisation in Anglo-Jewry that literature to) depends 
almost entirely on metropolitan effort—with what success we know full well, 
The Rabbi of Sheffield, Mr, Avigdor Chaikin, has evidently determined to break 
away from the usual fetters, and he has done so to good effect. The book before 
me covers the period between the years 70 and 12 of the Christian era. Mr. 
Chaikin is a careful student ; he has utilised many books, old and new. and 
though the result is rather a compilation than a fresh treatise. yet itis a useful 
work which may be commended to English readers. The references are some- 
times more curious than necessary, but on the whole Mr. Chaikin’s book is a 
praiseworthy collection of materials derived from many good sources, It is 
published in Sheffield by Pawson and Brailsford, and by the author at 63. The 
Wicker. 

r. David Philipson on Religious Education. 

Since the last meeting of the Hebrew Sabbath S-hool Union of America 
two years ago, Dr. Philipson's suggestion to issue leaflets has met with much 
success. Twenty such leaflets on the stories in Genesis were printed, they were 
used in 78 schools, and about 50,000 copies in all were sold. This year leaflets 
are being published on the life of Moses, next year a series on Religion will 
be begun. “A most gratifying feature connected with the publication of the 
first series,” says Dr. Philipson, “bas been the assistance they have proved in 
many of the smaller communities where, in the absence of a Rabbi, earnest men 
and women have organised religious schools. Many of these have welcomed 
the leaflets as excellent helps in their work and have not been backward in 
appreciative expression of the fact.” 

But the main interest of Dr. Philipson’s address is contained in his treat- 
ment of the general problem of religious education, as affected by the growth 
of Sabbath schools. 

“ For a long time,” says Dr .Philipson—and the remark applies to England 
as well as to America—* it was thought that the religious classes had solved the 
problem of the future. The first religion school was established in. America 
sixty ‘years ago. Somehow or other, the expectations awakened were not 
realised, . . The seeds planted during the school hours did not sprout into 
the flower of religious interest and enthusiasm. There was something wrong 
somewhere.” ‘The weak point was the home, which gave no help to the school. 
* The school was compelled to fight the fight for the preservation of Judaism 
and the Jewish spirit single-banded. It was and isthe one religious intlaence that 
enters into the lives of most of our children.’ The wonder is that under such 
circumstances it has done as much as it has against all the obstacles, such as 
“the indifference of parents, the unsympathetic surroundings, the materialistic 
milieu wherein the children move week in and week out. the unsuitable quarters, 
many of the schools being in basements instead of. being bright and sunny, the 
inexperienced teachers, the lack of good literature. That all these obstacles 
have been even partially surmounted speaks volumes for the perseverance of the 
workers,” In England we should have to add the imperfections of the system 
of inspection. Nothing could be less adequate than our present methods of 
gauging and controlling the work effected during a session. 

Dr. Philipson, like many others who have studied this pressing question 
holds that the chief mistake lies in the absence of effort to attract. students 
between the ages of fourteen and eighteen. At present there is in London 
only the Rev. 8S. Singer who specially holds a class for pupils of these ages 
Yet as Dr. Philipson well remarks, “ The years between fourteen and eighteen 
are the most important in the individual's development. Then the character 
is formed. It is just during those years that religious influences should be 
brought to bear... . If there is any hope ‘for the future it is right here, 
We must get hold of the developing minds and hearts of our young children 
as they grow into manhood and womanhood. The religious school must 
extend and lengthen its course... . A radical change is necessary. 

So important is the subject, that space must be found for Dr. Philipson® 
concluding remarks in full :— 

The question is vastly more importaut than the question of the religious training of 
the )ounger children. It is a serious, a difficult task. Wemuet be path-finders, But, upon 
us, intrested vitally as we are in the probk ms of religious education, the work falls No 
matter what be our individual opiaions and predilections, in this wecan be atone. Here 
is a hope that attracts us all. 

The plaint everywhere is that with the passing away of the founders and pioneers of 
our congregation there are noue to take their places. The cry is quite usual that our 
y.ung men and women are interest:d in everything else first, in Judaism last. The young 
Jew, enthusiastic in the cause of his faith, is quite the glowing exception. Let us not 

lame them too severely. Whence should they have drawn religious inspiration ? Whence 

should they have imbibed Jewish feeling ? For them plead, and in pleading for them I 
plead for our holy cause. In our plans of religious education ample provirion will have to 
be made for the years that span the interval between childhood and manhood. If the 
devoted attachment of the rising generation can be secured the outlook is fair indeed, 
For strong in the adhesion, sympathy and support of her youth, Jadaism wiil move on, 
from strength to strength. The Maccabwan spirit, essentially the spirit of youthfal fire, 
will be aroused. The universal celebration of our mid-wiater feast by our reigious 
‘chools throughout the land is a telling indication of what the religious educati m of our 
children has been able to accomplish; it has revived the celebration of this feast which 
had fallen into decay; every Jewish child knows the story of the Maccabee and his brave 
brothers. The same vigour and energy devoted to the youth as have been given the 
children of tender years, will projuce equally gratifyiag results The perpetual lamp of 
Judaism has burned through countless ages, now brightly, now more dimly. I have no 
fear for ite future; only let us have a care to impart as far as we can, the zeal wh-reof 
our holiday season is reminiscent, into the souls of those who are to come after us, that 
our young men and women too in devoted love to the century-old mother may

Among the announcements of the Clarendon Press for the coming season 
are Burney’s “ Notes on the Hebrew Text of the Books of Kings,” Redpath’s

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Liturgies,” and Part VIII. of the English “ Gesenius,” edited by Brown. Driver, 
and Briggs.—A re-issue has just been made of Volume IL. of the most important 
work so far published by Methuen and Co. This is Flinders Petrie's * History 
of Egypt.” The volume contains a full discussion of the. Tell Amarna Tableta. 
—The new supplement of Meyer's famous “ Lexikon” brings information well 
uptodate. Thus the death of Steinthal is noticed, the latest researches at 
Jerusalem summarised, and additions made in many directions, Traly a won- 
derful compilation.—Mr. Michael L. Rodkinson has added Tracts Taanith, 
Megilla, and Semachoth to his new edition of the Babylonian Talmad (New 
York, 54, East 106th Street) —S. H. Reinherz, in the © Allgemeine Zeitung des 
Judenthums” (Sept. 15, 1899), has an article on the name “ Shylock,” which he 
identifies with Shelach of Genesis x, 24. Curiously confirmative of this view 
is the fact that in the “ Merchant of Venice” the name Tubal is derived from 
Genesis iv. 22, and Jessica from Jisca, Gene«ds xi, second edition of 
Rudolf Fachs’ a Books (“ Tefilloth Jeshurun” and “ Tefilloth Bene

‘The Tragedy of Dreyfas*’ (Harper's). Mr. Steevens’ Second Thoughts. 


Under this title Mr. G. W. Steevens gives us in book form the impressions 
of the Rennes “trial” which he formed and wrote for hi« journalistic 
employers. The volume is of course written with the attractive picturesq ueaness 
vivacity, eye to effect. and highly-wrought descriptions of minutie which are 
characteristic of the newer journalism in general, and Mr. Steerens in 
particular, Those who followed Mr. Steeven's letters on the trial will 
remember a curious swaying between the two conflicting parties—what looked 
like a painful attempt to look impartial. It manifesta itself in the introductory 
chapter of the present work, in which he asserta, with no ground whatever, 
that the demeanour of Dreyfus at the General Staff “ oscillated between com- 
plaisance and ostentation.’ But it was more noticeable in the article which 
appeared on September 5th. In that letter he was speaking of Dreyfus's 
attempt to meet the famous De Beaurepaire story about following the German 
manceuvres at Mihihausen. He regarded Dreyfuss answers as shaffiing. “He 
paused, hesitated, stammiered, asked to have questions repeated that were audible 
all down the hall. First he denied, then he qualified. Finally he said he may 
possibly have seen German regiments manceuvring. The Jew, yousée, He was— 
as he has been before—afraid to tell the truth. And it is quite possible that in 
these two minutes he hed himself back to the Devil's Island.” Thas, the article. 
In the book, the words from “ manceuvring © to the end of the article—inclading 
the stupid and gratuitous insult to the Jews—are omitted ; and instead of the 
violent attack on Dreyfus the following apologia appears : “but that this was 
not, properly speaking, manceuvres. He felt that be was surrounded by people 
who would make the most of anything be admitted ; and so he did not not admit 
anything. He was afraid to tell the simple, innocent truth.” Mr. Steevena's 
second thoughts are the better. GS. 


The First Vear of Responsibility.” 
Misa Maynard Butler, a lady who is not a coreligionist, has, 
through Mesars. Burleigh, published a charming little book entitled 
~The. First Year of Responsibility. It ww dedicated to Master 
Claude Lewisohn, nephew of the Chief Rabbi. The Barmitzvah advice 
contained in it is essentially seasonable and ws couched in language dignified, 
restrained and simple. Moralising is so often dull that it is a pleasure, as great 
as it is exceptiona!, to come upon morality and the development of character 
taught with so much geniality, sympathy and insight. The appeal to example— 
s» often, alas, a fruitful source of platitade—is treated in a manner fresh, 
vigorous and far removed from triteness. Miss Butler+kilfully weaves her mora] 
argument.

Most moral easays for the young fail in that they are 
beyond the experience of their readers: they are written out of the 
plenitude of experience for those to whom the limits of life are as yet narrowly 
umacribed and the burden of life a ferra matt, And this Common 
drawback Miss Butler has seen and has avoided, What strikes one forcibly 
throughout is the deep note of culture which is sounded, the appeal to the words 
of those who have intluenced the undergraduate life of our day in both Univer- 
sities. Miss Butler, while not ignoring religion and its influence on morality, 
does not make any special appeal to any one religio:. Her purpose, rather, is a 
moral one, leaving the religious complement to be filled in by others. r

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COLONIAL AND FOREIGN NEWS. 


AUSTRALIA. 


One of the oldest Jewish colonists in Victoria, Mr. 8. H. Cohen. died last 
month at St. Kilda. Mr. Cohen went to Melbourne in 1844. and for manv 
years was in partnership with the late Mr. Alexander Fraser. From 1874 up to 
the time of his death he held the position of assignee to the Insolvency Court. 
and in the discharge of his duties earned for himself the respect of not only the 
court, but also of all who had dealings with him. His unswerving integrity and 
his self-denying kindness to many an unfortunate person whose affairs had to be 
investigated by the court were generally recognised and appreciated, When, in 
1801, he refused to accept the office of liquidator to the Imperial Banking Com. 
pany, because of his connection with a member of the Board of Directors. bis 


action was very favourably commented upon by the judge, as well as by the 
public generally. 


The Roman Catholic Archbishop of Melbourne has on bis own initiative 
become a subscriber to the Jewish Aid Society in Melbourne. Ina letter which 
the Archbishop addressed to the Rev. Dr. Abrahams he expressed the opinion 
that the Society was directed on safe and useful lines.
